Contempt for Asian workers is in the blood of 
Gen. Douglas. MacArthur, who is directing the 
bombing of Korean women and children. 

Gen. MacArthur began. his military career in 
the Philippines in 1903 as the five-year guerilla 
warfare ofthe islanders against the American in- 
vaders was being drowned in blood. Much of the 
blood-letting was directed by MacArthur's father, 
Lt. Gen. Arthur MacArthur, who commanded the 
American invaders during much of the colonial

Father MacArthur's campaign was violently ter- 
roristic.
